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PRESIDENT SPEAKS FOR MASSES 


If th e passage of th e Roosevelt econ omy m ea­ 
sure by Con gress did n oth in g else, it at least 
gave us a n ew education about th e place of th e 
lobby in democratic govern men t. 
Wh en y ou get righ t down to it, th ere is n ot 
n ecessarily an y th in g fun damen tally wron g with 
th e lobby sch eme. A min ority , in a democracy , 
h as got to h ave some way of reach in g th e ear 
of th e govern men t. Wh en it organ izes for th at 
purpose, an d retain s agen ts to presen t its case 
at th e Capitol, it is simply gettin g up on a step- 
ladder so th at it can reach th e govern men t’s 
ear more easily . 
Nor is th ere, fun damen tally , an y th in g wron g 
with th e n otion th at a con gressman or a sen ­ 
ator sh ould listen to a lobby . Th e min ority h as 
a righ t to be h eard; it is on ly fair th at its pleas 
sh ould be h eeded. 
Th e trouble comes wh en a min ority , because 
of its compactn ess, its determin ation an d th e 
skill of its agen ts, gets an in fluen ce greater th an 
it deserves. Th en — as h as freq uen tly h appen ed 
at W ash in gton — it can override th e majority , 
for th e simple reason th at th e m ajority is n ot 
organ ized an d con seq uen tly is voiceless. 
'It is righ t at th is poin t th at Presiden t Roose­ 
velt’s action in regard to th e econ omy bill be­ 
came an im portan t departure from th e ordin ary 
routin e. 
W h at h e did was simply to appoin t h imseli 
lobby ist for th e voiceless an d un organ ized m a­ 
jority . 
Th at h e did so — th at h e h ad to do so if th e 
vast majority was to be protected — does n ot 
n ecessarily reflect on Con gress. It is Con gress’ 
busin ess to listen to organ ized min orities. Rep­ 
resen tative govern men t would h ardly be possible 
if it did n ot do so. 
But th at, in turn , rrean s th at if th e presiden t 
h imself does n ot make it h is busin ess to repre­ 
sen t th e majority , n obody will. 
Th is con ception of th e presiden t’s job is a pro­ 
foun dly im portan t on e. On e of th e h earten in g 
th in gs about th e presen t situation is th at Mr. 
Roosevelt h as grasped it so firmly . Th e great 
mass of people wh o can n ot ban d togeth er, for­ 
mulate a program an d h ire a lobby h ave th eir 
spokesman n ow\ 


LIFE IS PLEASANT IN A SMALL TOWN 
Wh en Louis T. Ston e, th e n ewspaper writer 
wh ose freakish , Mun ch ausen -like little “n ature 
stories” made Win stead, Con n ., famous all over 
th e coun try , died th e oth er day , it was revealed 
th at h ere h ad been on e m an to wh om th e fame 
an d fortun e offered by th e big city were n o a t­ 
traction wh atever. 
Ston e, it seems, h ad been offered jobs fre­ 
q uen tly on m etropolitan papers. But h e h ad al­ 
way s refused, preferrin g to stick in Win stead, 
an d remarkin g, “I ’m just a small town m an - 
I’d get lost down th ere.” 
In th at rem ark th ere is a good deal of soun d 
sen se — sen se of a kin d wh ich a good man y of us 
n ever q uite h ad th e wit to appreciate. 
For gen eration s it h as been th e tradition in 
th is coun try th at th e really able m an is goin g 
to gravitate, soon er or later, to th e city . Th e city

Dear Friends in Ru shv ille: 
How I wish I cou ld fill this 
whole page with the recipes you 
asked me for!

Waffles 
To make plain waffles u se 
three cu ps flou r, fiv e and one 
half teaspoons baking powder, 
two eggs, one teaspoon salt, two 
teaspoons 
granu lated 
su gar, 
three 
cu ps milk, three table­ 
spoons melted shortening. Sift 
the 
dry 
ingredients 
together. 
Beat the egg yolks thorou ghly 
and add to them the melted 
shortening and abou t half of the 
milk, mix and then stir well into 
the dry ingredients. Add the rest 
of the milk and fold in the stif­ 
fly beaten egg whites. Beal well. 
The batter shou ld be smooth and 
abou t the consistency of thick 
cream. 
If an alu minu m iron is u sed, 
be su re to "try it ou t” first, by 
heating and ru bbing with short­ 
ening u ntil the iron smokes. Let 
it cool wipe off any excess fat re­ 
heat, ru b with shortening and 
let smoke again. Repeat till the 
iron is thorou ghly impregnated 
with the shortening. Then re­ 
heat, do not ru b shortening on, 
and drop a little batter on; bake 
by closing the iron for one and a 
half minu tes, the waffle shou ld 
be a pale golden brown by this 
time; tu rn, (if th at kind" of iron 
is u sed.) close and bake for one 
and a half minu tes. If they are 
not brown, the iron is not hot 
enou gh; if they are u nev enly 
browned, the iron is too hot.
